ORGANIZATION  OF  HIGH  SCHOOLS  IN  WAR  TIME. 

The  charts  herewith  indicate  how  the  school  authorities  of  Grand 
Rapids,  Mich.,  presented  to  the  public  and  those  charged  with  financ- 
ing the  schools  the  needs  of  the  educational  institutions  of  the  city, 
particularly  the  high  school,  during  and  after  the  war.  In  Grand 
Rapids,  as  in  many  other  cities,  there  has  been  since  the  outbreak  of 
the  war  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  those  who  do  not  understand  the 
importance  of  schools  in  war  time  to  curtail  the  usual  expenditures 
for  education.  The  charts  prepared  by  the  Grand  Rapids  school 
authorities  proved  so  definite  and  effective  that  it  seems  desirable  to 
make  them  known  to  other  cities. 

Among  the  plans  suggested  for  war-time  school  organization  is  that 
of  dividing  the  school  year  into  four  quarters  of  12  weeks  each.  This 
was  advocated  in  the  circular  issued  by  the  Commissioner  of  Educa- 
tion on  May  22,  1917,  and  has  been  tried  in  Mason  City,  Iowa,  and 
other  places.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  Grand  Rapids  charts  give 
special  attention  to  organization  of  schools  on  the  four-quarter  plan. 

For  the  use  of  these  charts  the  Bureau  of  Education  is  indebted  to 
Mr.  Jesse  B.  Davis,  principal  of  the  Central  High  School  of  Grand 
Rapids  and  president  of  the  National  Association  of  Secondary  School 
Principals.  The  charts  were  shown  at  Atlantic  City  at  the  meeting 
of  the  secondary  school  principals  February  25.
